RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. 


DECLARATION BY THIRTY-SEVEN 
SOCIETIES IN JAPAN, 


Representatives of thirty-seven societies 
in Japan—political, religious, journalis- 
tic, military, naval, ete. held a mecting 
in Tokyo, on February 5th, concerning the 
question of racial discriminatory treat- 
went, ag which the fuolluwing resvlution 
was passed:— , 


“The Allied Nations now assembled at 
the Peace Conference arg endeavouring 
to establish a League of Nationa and 
found the permanent peace of the world. 

“We Japanese whole-heartedly — ap- 
prove of this effort and anxiously await 
its realisation. 

“But, seeing that the racial dis- 
criminatory treatment in international 
intercourse which still exists is against 
all prigciples of liberty and equality, 
and forms a constany rvot of conflict 
between peoples, 

“That so long ae thig remains un- 
changed all peace conferences, leagues 
and agreements will be a8 a house, built 
on the sand, and that. no true peace can 
be hoped for, 

“We, representatives of thirty-seven 
large Japanese associations, call upon 
the nations of the world to fuund per- 
manent peace on justice and humanity ; 
and to thig end declare: 

“Phy Japanese Nation expects of the 
Peace Conference the final. abolition of 
all racial discrimination and disquali- 
fication.’’ .

GERMAN CO8PSE FACTORY. 


DEAD BODIES BOILED DOWN 
TO OBTAIN FAT, 


The following extract from a letter 
written by Sergeant 8. Robert Gamble, 
M.M., Headquarters Signallers, A.I F., 
dated October 7th, received by Mr, W. 
Mills, Trafalgar, supply, says the fel.

You will 
probably remember having read ‘in the 
papers, some 12 months ago, thay the Ger- 
many were boiling down the bodies of 
their dead to obtain fat, from which they 


‘extracted glycerine for use in the manu- 
facture of munitions. I did not place any 
belief in thig ghastly suggestion, as I 
conld not imagine human beings capable 
of such a frightiul practice. However, 
I have now seen it for myself, and will 
briefly describe my visit to their ‘ corpse 
factory.’ We came here two days ago, 
and it was rumoured that such a concern 
Wag in the vicinity, but 1 placed no reli- 
ance on thesa rumours, &s we hear so 
many incorrect, statements whilst on 
active service. The rumours spread, and 
now nearly every man in the battalion 
hag visited the place. This morning @ 
party of us sct out, First, we entered a 
passage leading underground, similar to 
the entrance of a dugout. This passage 
led to an underground canal, which was 
built in Napoléon’s time. We travelled 
about 1,600 yards along the canal, and 
finally passed through a small door in the 
wall. Two flighta of stairs brought us 
to a room 40ft. long by 15ft, broad. In 
the centre of the room were two rows 
of stretchers raised 3ft. Sin from the 
floor. There were no bodies in them, 
but there was evidence that they had_re- 
cently contained human remains. Thin 
wag shown by patches of clotted blood, 
ond the same was ‘all over the floor, In 
ong corner of the room there were ten or 
twelvg dead Gormans, some of whom had 
only beon dead three or four days, but 
others had been there much longer. Tho 
head had, been. renicved from one body. 
In the co¥fesponding corner two coppera 
had beon placed-side by side. That on tho 
right hand side contained the body of a 
German, the work of rendering the re- 

mains, being stopped by an advance. Tho 

other copper waa" full of a. brownish 

liquid, which I consider wns blood. On| 
the floor were portions of a human leg and 

othor portions of bodies. In another 

room waa 4 chopper for dissecting bodics, 

and o. net arrangement to strain away 

tho bones, ots.

Until everything is satisfactorily 
sottled at the Peace Conference it looke 
fs though Vienna muat depend solely on 
the assistance of the Allies to eave her 
from absolute starvation and complete 
lack of fuel this winter. om 

J went to Vienna from the Italian 
front by way of Innsbruck, a terribly 
slow journey of over thirty hours. 

There is but one train a day, and the 
one that ] went by must have been quite 
quarter of a mile in length. It was 
acked nimust to suffacation from end to 


Yet it was a guiet, well-behaved crowd 
of officers, soldiers ond civilians, and 
although 1 waa the only Englishman on 
board and in khaki no one appeared to 
resent may being there. 

Every compartment of the train was 
in a state of dilapidation. Very few 
bad glass in the windows, all useful 
metal fittings had been removed, and 
every vestige of upholstery and leavher 
had’ been torn off, while the filth aad 
insanitary eonditions were indescribable. 

On the journey there was apparently no 
shortage of f at the station buffets, for 
those who could afford it. But the con- 
ditions in thesc.sparsely-populated coun-, 
try districts are véry different from those 
in the capital'as I soon discovered. ; 

Yet first impressions on arrival in 
Vienna conveyed little indication of the’ 
real state of affairs, As a matter of fact, 
there appeared to be the usual well-dress- 
ed continental railway etation crowd. 

‘Although I had been warned 1 should 
find everything fantastically dear, it cama 
as abit of, a shock ‘when the cab-driver 
asked forty-five ‘kronen (37s.) to drive me 
to the hotel, a distance of about two miles; 

To my surpriee I had some difficulty in 
getting a room at the Grand Hotel, which 


is the largest and, with the Bristol, the |- 


best in the city. Vienna, 1 learned, was 
crowded, and acommodation at a pre- 
mium. However, I got fixed up on the 
fourth floor. The lift was not working, 
owing to lack of coal; there was no heat- 
ink anywhere. 
‘he following morning, with m 

“ersatz” coffee, a small slice of bla 
bread, about half an inch thick, was 
served in a paper bag, This the waiter 
told me was my ration for the day. To 
me, a big bread-eater, just arrived from 
Italy, where bread, at'any rate, is fairly 
plentiful, this minute portion came 
almost os a joke. But I soon learned 
to my cost that it was no lnughing 
mater, and that people guarded their 
allowance as jealously ns if it Were 
a bank note, for during the day 
IT bad half of my ration stolen from 
my overcoat pocket in, the hotel cloaky 
room, while some odd money and 
cigarettes were left untouched.
